Thanks to the many millions of boys 
who gave their lives that we might still have the finest 
place to live in the world, where we can express our 
likes or dislikes, and still feel no fear of reprisals. 


I grew up in Comanche County and learned at an 
early age that if I made a success I would have to do 
it myself. I wasn’t blessed with a rich father or grand­ 
father and had no chance of ever standing in a long 
funeral procession and waiting for my greedy share. 


I went off to college with a cardboard suit case in 
one hand and 25c in the other, armed only with a groat 
desire and determination to make a doctor. Sometimes 
I would stand on a lonely road, hitch hiking back to 
college, hungry and wondering if I would ever make it.

Back to the wrangling over where is best to man­ 
euver—-I think men who have dedicated 20 or 30 years 
of their lives to the training of our men would be far 
more qualified to say when and where and how much, 
than some arm chair farmer or rancher who is afraid 
some soldier will trample a little grass or scare his milk 
cow. No one in his right mind would want a bunch of 
Army tanks or heavy equipment to run over his place. 
But the good old U. S. Government has agreed in writ­ 
ing to pay for all damages 100%. What more do you 
want from a government that has always protected you 
and kept their word 100%? 


Some of you boys have always had someone to pray 
for you. But some day you might be called on to do it 
yourself, on your knees and with a blindfold over your 
eyes.

These earljr schools did much 
to adN-ance the cause of education, 
but were crude Institutions ccwn- 
pared with those o. 1936. de­ 
clared Mrs. Travis in a poem w rit­ 
ten by her anc! published In The 
Chief January 10, 1936.

The work is rather crude as 
poetry, but it Is a real idcture of 
earlv life in Comanche, and I 
think It will recall many plea­ 
sant memories of the older read­ 
ers.
